Why do these men want these offices? .Sim- 
ply because they pay better salaries than they are. capable' of. 


in the amount expended in running-the government, until the. 
"spoils" idea is permanently eliminated. As long as thou- 
sands of purely administrative offices, Including many impor- 
tant ones, are "plums" of politics, the government in state and 
nation will cost hundreds of millions more than it should. 
Efficiency should be the test applied to applicants for public 
office as for other occupations, and the salaries paid should be 
in accordance with the amounts generally paid- for similar 
ability in other occupations. 
When the village postmaster, 


who is ambitious to become the city postmaster, can only hope 
to do so by increasing his efficiency, we shall have economical 
and efficient service—but not before.
